CHAPtER-l. 


general. 


1 The founder of the State was Nawab • Amir Khan, an Afghan o.f the 
Buner Tribe known as Salarzai.. Early in the 17th Century one Taleh kh^n 
left his home in, the Buner country and took service in RohUkhand with 
Mohammed Khan, a Rohilla of distinction. His son, Hayat Khan, 
considerable land in the Moradabad district and was the father of Amir 

The latter. was. born in 1758 -and when 20 years of age, left his home to c ^ 

o^tacareer,fo^himself. He first offered his services to De Boigne who w 
reci-uiting-for.Sindhia’s Army, but De Boigne considered that he was too young 
and inexperienced and.declined to enlist him. For the next ten years he served 
as a mercenary leader wherever he could find lucrative employment, and inl798 
>yas advanced to the command of a large army in the service of 
Holkar. He fought with distinction in the campaign against Sind la an 
British, and took no small part in levying the indemnities imposed on Rajpu a 
na and Malwa. Holkar appreciated his fighting qualities and, m order to have 
his services permanently at his .command, agreed to share all 
tories with him. Sironj was accordingly made over to Nawab ^mir Khan y o - 
kar in l798, and Tonk and Pirawa fell to bis share in 1806; Nimbahera was 
added to his territory in 1839, and Chhabrain 1816. On the entry of tbe Britis 
into'Malwa, Nawab Amir Khan made overtures to them, but the conditions e 
proposed were considered ‘to be extravagant and u’fiacceptable. The Britis , 
however, offered to guarantee him all the lands he had been granted by Holkar 
on condition that he abandoned the predatory system he had adopted, disbanded 
his army and surrendered his artillery, with the exception of 40 guns, to the 
British at a valuation. Nawab Amir-ud-Daula Bahadur agreed to these proposals 
and they were embodied in a treaty in 1817: To the territories thus granted, 
i . e . , the five parganas already mentioned, the Fort and pargana of Rampura, 
now known as Aligarh, were added by the British Goyerment and a sum of thre| 
lakhs was alsp given to him to enable him to finance the State. He administered 
the State till his death in 1834, when he was succeeded by his son, Nawab 
Wa/fir Mohammed Khan, Wazir-ud-Daula. Nawab Wazirmd-Daula did much 
to consolidate the State, and during the mutiny of 1857 distinguished himself 
by holding the Tonk Fort with a small garrisoh against the bombihed forces of 
the Nawab of Banda and Tantia Topi. In acknowledgment of his services his 
salute was raised from 15 to 17 guns, and he received a Sanad guaranteeing the 
succession of his family, according to Mohammedan Law, in the evpt of 
failure of natural heirs. He died in 1864 and was succeeded by his son Na^hb 
Mohammed Ali Khan, who was deposed by the British Government in 1867 
and exiled to Benares, where he died in 1895. His eldest son, Nawab Hafiz 
Mohammed Ibrahim Ali Khan, succeeded him in 1867, ruled the State for, 
63 years, and died at the age of 83 on June 23rd 1930. His late Highness, 
reign witnessed many changes; and as a mark of the respect and esteem in 
which he was held by the British Government and as a tribute to his loyalty 

and character he was granted the titles of G. C. S. I.^and G. C. I. E. He was 
succeeded by his eldest surviving, souj Nawab Hafiz Mohammed Saadat Ali

3 Owing to the fact that the different parts of the State are separated 
by such distances the physical features vary considerably. _ The countrj 
round Tonk is flat, at a general elevation of about 900 feet, wit i ou ciops 
rocky hills and traversed by the Banas river. The soil is 
and sub-soil water is limited. The two parganas of Nimbahera and Pi a r 
are on the northern edge of the Malwa plateau and the soil is chieflj b . . 

cotton. The Chhabra and Sironj parganas are geographically in Central India 
and the soil is mainly black cotton. They contain large tracts of ]ungle in 
which tigers, panthers, bears, sainbhar and cheetal abound. 

4 The climate of Tonk is dry and healthy, though very hot in summer, 
temperatures of 115'’ and even US'- being not uncommon. In winter the tem- 
perature rarely falls below 40*. The climate of the other parganas is not so 

extreme. 

The average rainfall in Tonk is 29 inches, Aligarh 24, Chhabra 44, Sironj 
42, Pirawa 34, and Nimbahera 24 inches. 

The rainfall at Tonk from 1st April 1934 to 31st March 1935 06 

inches; Aligarh 30.18; Chhabra 60.1; Sironj 62.98; Pirawa 42.18 and Nrmba- 
hera 32.60. 

5. The outturn of the Rabi crops was genenilly good but in pargana Sironj 
some damage was caused by frost. 

The Kharif crop was damaged to some extent in Tonk and Aligarh owmg 
to the rainfall being late after sowings and in Chhabra and Sironj b\ excessn e 
rainfall, while it was good in Pirawa and Nimbahera parganas.

34. Major R. R. Barnett, O. B. E., continued as Finance Member, 
throughout the year. 

Lala Gulab Chandra Jaini, Personnal Assistant to the Finance Member, 
reverted to Government service and was succeeded by Khan Sahib Shau 
Mohammed M. A., a retired Superintendent of the Government of India, 
Finance Department. M. Shamsuddin Ahmed, a retired Accountant of the 
Government of India, Public Works Department, was appointed Assistant in 
charge of the Finance and Treasury Branch in place of M. Faiz Ahmed, who 
had retired shortly before the beginning of the year. Lala Sri Mohan Lai 
remained in charge of the Audit and Pa}’’ Branch. 

36. Local audit was undertaken in some of the Sadar and P:i.rgana 
Offices and steps were taken to remedy the defects which came to notice. 

36. The year opened with a balance of Rs. 6,89,966/- against the open- 
ing balance of Rs. 4,78 341/- at the beginning of 1341 Fasli. The total pay- 
ments into the Treasury during the year 1342 amounted to Rs. 27 76,946/-, 
the ordinary reveirue being Rs. 21,76,283/-, compared with Rs. 29,06,489/- 
in the year 1341 Fasli, when the ordinary revenue was Rs. 21,68,108/-. The 
total payments during the year amount to Rs. 27,61,920/-, the ordinary ex- 
penditure being Rs. 20,16,.S26/-, against payments of Rs. 27,94,863/-, and 
ordinary expenditure of Rs. 20,34,176/-, in the preceding year. The closing 
balance at the end of the year was Rs. 6,13,992/- 

37. The exchange remained steady throughout the year, except for small 
seasonal variations and rio artificial control was exercised. 

38. The demand for the new pice referred to in the last Report was 
heavy and arrangements were made with the Government of India to have 
6, 40,000 pieces minted at the Calcutta Mint. 

39. At the close of the year 1341 Fasli, the ascertained State Debt still 
to be liquidated amounted to Rs. 9,36,797/- Kalda,r. A short term loan of 
Rs 60,000 contracted early in the year was repaid with interest shortly there 
after. Sums of Rs 19,000/ Kaldarand Rs. 60,000/ Ohanwarshahi were added to 
the Debt List, while the interest accruing during the year was Rs. 42,662/- 
The total ascertained liabilities thus amounted to Rs. 9,97,369/- Kaldar and 
60,000/- Ohanwarshahi. Towards the liquidation of this debt sums of 
Rs. 1, 46, 788/- Kaldar and Rs. 10,000/- Ohanwarshahi were paid during the 
year and the debt figure at the end of 1342 Fasli was Rs. 8,61,671/- Kaldar 
and Rs. 40,000/- Ohanwarshahi. Certain claims against the State, which 
have not so far been disposed of were under investigation at the close of the 
year and it is hoped that these will shortly be finally settled.

JUDICIAL. 

47. No important change was effected in the system of Judicial Ad- 
ministration during the year. 

The M'hole of the civil work of the Tonk Pargana is disposed of by an 
officer known as Nazim Dewani, who is empowered to hear suits upto the 
value of Rs. 10,000. The criminal work of the pargiMui, is dealt with hy two 
Officers, wno hear only criminal cases, one of them exercising first class and 
the other second class powers. In each of the other ptirganas the powers of 
a 1st Class Magistrate are exercised by the Nazim and iind Class powers bv 
a special officer who is also responsible for the disposal of civil suits not 
exceeding Rs. 5,000 in value. Suits of higher value, which are very rare, are 
sent to the Nazim Diwani for disposal. The Forest Officer of the State 
exercises die powers of a 3rd Class Magistrate in regard to forest cases. The 
only honorary Magistrate is the Istimrardar of Semalya Teelakhera who 
exercises the powers of a 3rd Class Magistrate in his owu Istimrar. 

There is one District and Sessions Judge for the whole of the State and 
he is required to dispose of Sessions cases relating to each pargana in the 
pargana itself. The powers of High Court are exercised b^' the Judicial 
Member, but in certain heinous classes of criminal cases another member of 
the Council specially nominated by His Highness for each case sits with him. 
Death sentences are confinned by His Highness and appeals for mercy are 
also disposed of by him. 

In regard to civil suits His Highness has reserved to himself the powers 
of the Privy Council subject to the limitations prescribed in the Civil Pro- 
cedure Code 

All laud suits and suits for the recovery of Mauoti debts are disposed of 
by the Revenue courts. In the cases of Mohammedans all suits relating to 
inheiitance, marriage, divorce, dower, gift, will and pre-emption are disposed 
of by Hhariat Courts whose orders are appealable to His Highness. 

48. Khan Bahadur Sheikh Rahim Bakhsh, O. B. E, continued to hold 
the pr>.st of Chief Judge and his Assistant Sz. Abdul Basit Khan, the post of 
Registrar. The post of District and Sessions J udge was held by Khan Baha- 
dur Makhdum S3'ed Slier Shah Jeelani. There was iio change among sub- 
ordinate Judicial Officers except tbe appointment of Sz. Abdul Mujib Khan 
as Second Class Magistrate of Tonk and the reversion of M. Abdul Wahid 

from his officiating appointment as Munsiff and Second Class Magistrate to 
his substantive post. 

49. The total number of cases instituted during the year under report 
was 2127 as compared with 2016 in the preceding year. The increase was 
shaied bj'^ all the parganas except Aligarh. Including 690 persons who re- 
mained uudei trial at the close of the preceding year the total number of per- 
sons tried during the year was 4946 of whom 888 were convicted, 2004 
acquitted, 1147 discharged and 179 committed. The cases against 637 re- 
mained pending at the close of the 3'ear while those against 70 were filed 
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owing to death etc. Of the total number of persons brought to trial only 18 
percent were convicted. The relevant statement appended to this report 
does not contain any column for showing cases disposed of under section 203 
Or. P. C. but there can oe no doubt that sufficient use is not made of this 
section. 

Including 4 cases that remained pending at the close of the preceding 
year the total number of sessions cat?es requiring di.sposal during the year 
under report was 24 of which 21 were disposed of leaving a balance of 3. 

There was a slight increase in disposal as compared with the preceding 3’^ear 
in which 1 8 cases were disposed of out of 22. 

'^0. At the close of the preceding j^ear 35 appeals and revisions were pen- appc.iis. 

ding in the Court of the Sessions Judge and 168 were instituted during the 
year. Of the total number of 203, 166 were disposed of, leaving a balance 
of 37. As compared with the preceding year there was a decrease from 189 to 
168 in institutions, from 191 to 166 in disposals, and an increase from 35 to 
37 in the pending file. In criminal appeals and revisions disposed of during 
the year the orders of the lower courts were upheld in 114, modified in 8, and 
set aside in 34 cases. Two cases were sent back for retrial and in 8 cases a 
) ecominendation was made to the Chief Court for the issue of an instruction 
regarding the framing of a charge against the accused. 

At the commencement of the year 15 appeals and revisions were pending 
in tue Chief Court, 134 were filed during the year, and of the total number 
of 149, 126 were disposed of leaving a balance of 23. The result was that 
the pending file increased from 15 to 23. 

The orders of the lower courts were upheld in 77, modified in 6 and set 
aside in 35. In the remaining 8 cases retrial or further enquiry was ordered. 

51 The total number of suits instituted during the year w'as 2084, 
against 2045 in the preceding year. As compared with the preceding year 
the total number of suits disposed of increased from 2018 to 2020 and those 
on the pending file from 420 to 484. Of the suits instituted during the year 100 
related to immovable property and 1868 to money transactions, while 116 
were miscellaneous. The value of suits was generally small, there being 
only 30 suits exceeding Rs. 500, 25 exceeding Rs. 1,000 and 3 exceeding 
Rs. 5,000 in value. 

52. The total number of execution cases pending at the c.lose of the Execution of 
preceding year was 1337; 1684 were instituted during the year under report; i^ecrees. 

1509 were disposed of and 1512 remained pending at the close of the year! 

Of the latter 486 nad been pending for more than a year. The total value 
involved in the cases disposed of was Rs. 1,93,31.5/4/6. 

53. Fifty appeals were pending in the Court of the District Judge at the civii a i 
close of the preceding year, 243 were instituted during the year under report 

and 243 were disposed of leaving a balance of -50. The judgements of lower 
comts were upheld in 150 suits, modified in 7, and reversed in 73 wFile 2 
suits were remanded and 11 were compromised in the appellate stage. As 
compared with the preceding. year institutions decreased by 17 and drsposals

by 29. In the Chief Court the total number of appeals pending at the beginn- 
ing of the year was 33, 183 were instituted during the year and 176 were dis- 
posed of leaving a balance of 40. The judgments of the lower courts were upheld 
in 87, modified in 8 and set aside in 48 appeals while orders of remand were 
passed in 3 and compromises were effected in 30. The Appellate work of 
both courts remained fairly upto date. 

64. The total numher of deeds registered during the year was 672 as 
against 677 and their aggregate value Rs. 2,07,160' as against Es. 2,31,338 in 
the preceding year. Registration fees amounted to Rs, 2,221/0/0 as compared 
with Rs. 2,492 in the preceding 3 ’-ear. Out of these fees Rs. 638 were paid 
to clerks as allowances and the balance was credited to the State Treasuiy. 
'There was no case of refusal of registration. The State has a Registration 
Act of its own which has been prepared on the lines of the British India Act. 

66. The British India Civil Procedure Code is followed in the State sub- 
ject to a few alterations made under section 122 of the Code. 

Selected Munsiff candidates are required to pass two examinations in law, 
one before appointment and another after appointment and before confirma- 
tion. In the case of the latter, which is knowm as the departmental examina- 
it has been prescribed that all serving judicial officers, except those specially 
exempted, should pass it within a specified time and that in the event of their 
failing to do so the}'’ wdll lose their posts. None of the 1st Class Magistrates 
has so far appeared in the examination but all permanent Munsiffs and 2nd 
Class Magistrates have passed it except one. Both departmental and 
preliminary examinations w'ere held during the j'ear under report. A 
Pleaders’ examination was also held during this j^ear. 

JAILS. 

66. Thei'e is a Central Jail at Tonk and a local jail at the headquarters 
of each of the other parganas, except Aligarh Avhere a separate jail wdll be 
established as soon as the jail building now' under construction is comple- 
ted. In the local jails onl}' those prisoners are kept w'hose imprisonment does 
not exceed a prescribed limit, tw'’o years in the case of the Sironj and one in 
the other jails. The Central Jail buildings are in eveiy w'a}' suitable and a 
good deal has been done recent!}' to improve the sanitary condition of the 
Sironj Jail building. 

5i. Sz. Abdul Basit Khan continued to w'ork as Superintendent of’ Jails 
under the supervision of the Judicial Member. 

68. At the beginning of the year there w'ere 148 prisoners in the Central 
and 14: in the local jails and 167 were admitted during the year to the former 
and 393 to the latter. The daily average w'as 133.72 in the Central and 67.11 
in the local jails, the corresponding figures for the preceding year being res- 
pectively 134.64 and 66.96. 

69. The number of jail offences was nil as against 4 in the preceding 
year. 

60. There w'as no escape from the Central or from pargana jails.

M. Abdul Qadir Khan and M. Ali Husain Khan remained in 
charge of parganas Tonk cum Aligarh and Sironj respectively throughout the 
year. The vacancy caused in the rank of Superintendent by the dismissal of 
S. Eahmat Shah was filled by promotion of Inspector Wali Ullah Khan from 
Sironj. 

Circle Inspectors : — There were no changes among the circle Inspectors 
except the appointment of K. S. Mohammad Nasir Khan, a retired Inspector- 
from the U. P., who was put on Special duty to re-organise the work in the

67. The number of persons arrested for offences during the year was 
1501 against 1242 last year. Of these, 1410 were challaned, 47 were released 
by the police, 20 were arrested in other States and 24 were pending investiga- 
tion at the close of the year.

The total expenditure during the 
year was Es. 39,331 against Es. 49,589 in the preceding year-the dercease be- 
ing due to retrenchment in the Municipal staff and other items of expen- 
diture. 

135. During the year 6 meetings were held by the Tonk Municipal 
Committee, 11 by i.he Sironj, 5 by the Chhabra, 3 by the Pirawa 6 by the 
Nimbahera Municipal Committee. No meeting was held by the Aligarh 
Municipal Committee. 

136. All members of the Municipal Committees have been appointed by 
nomination and no orders ha^m so far passed fixing their term of office. 

137. A draft of a Municipal Act for the State was prepared during the 
year. It has not j^et been finally approved. 

138. All unoccupied sites, whether situate in village abadis or in towns, 
together with any houses left by persons d 3 nng in the State without heirs 
are considered to be Nazool property. All Nazool property situated within 
Municipal limits is managed by Municipal Committees and the income there- 
from is considered a part of Municipal income. Nazool property situated out- 
side Municipal limits is under the management of the Eevenue Department. 

139. The Press is controlled by the Council Secretaiy under the general 
supervision of the Vice-President. The Press undertakes all State printing, 
including Judicial and non-judicial stamps. Acts and Laws, etc. and also 
private work on payment. 
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A letho press and a perforating machine were purchased and installed dur- 
ing the year. 

The total expenditure on the Press amounted to Es. 10,667/12/6 the 
details being as follows ; — ’
